PARIS, Jan. 22.—A tidal wave 
of restless humanity will sweep 
across the world like the inva­ 
sions 
the Huns and Goths in 
the Middle Ages unless the peace 
congress exercises 
foresight

migration. 
An economic, industrial and social 
calamity can be averted only by 
satisfying the people’s ‘‘land hun­ 
ger” and elevating 
their 
social 
status. 
This was the view expressed to­ 
day by the American commission, 
which has been investigating con­ 
ditions in European countries. 
“The world is restless,” was 
the way Frederick C. Howe, com­ 
missioner of immigration for the 
port of .New York, summed up the 
situation. 
For many years he sat 
at 
America's 
gateway, 
Ellis 
island, and watched the incoming 
human tide. 
He just returned to 
Paris 
from Southern 
Germany, 
where he accompanied a French 
mission. 
The view of his asso­ 
ciates who visited other parts of 
Europe coincides with his. 
“The soldiers of Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Scandinavia, Ger­ 
many, Austria and the 
Balkans 
are thinking in terms of land,’’ 
said Howe. “A way must be found 
to satisfy this land hunger. And 
because the peoples are impove­ 
rished and the necessity urgent it 
must be land capable of 
imme­ 
diate production, not land requir­ 
ing a generation to develop. 
“In Southern Germany, where 
industries 
are 
at

standstill 
through lack of materials of one 
kind and another, the people face 
a desperate situation. 
They are 
turning their faces 
toward 
the 
border and considering the possi­ 


bility of finding homes elsewhere. 
Italy’s 
population

creased as a result or Hie war. 
Normal emigration was dammed 
up, while hundreds of thousands 
of men returned home to fight. 
“The movement of peoples is 
not westward, however. Hundreds 
of thousands 
of 
Europeans, for 
one 
reason or 
another, 
return 
from America to their homes each 
year. 
The war stopped this ebb. 
particularly for citizens of neutral 
countries. 
'Multiply this 
annual 
emigration by four and you have 
a vast army waiting impatiently 
in America for an opportunity to 
go back to their home land. Many 
of these 
are dissatisfied with 
their position in American socie­ 
ty, where they are regarded 
as 
menials. 
They expect to return 
home and buy farms and become 
important and respected citizens. 
Instances of this attitude are not 
isolated, but general. 
There is 
also 
a 
widespread 
resentment 
among the immigrants from neu­ 
tral countries over what they con­ 
sider America's rough shod treat­ 
ment of them in war time. 
This 
provides the incentive for many 
to return home. There is no doubt 
that many European nations are 
considering 
legislation 
for 
re­ 
striction of emigration, Hoping to 
keep I heir people at home.

(he other hand America and other 
lands of promise doubtlessly will 
instinctively

The State Railroad commission de­ 
nies that government control of the 
telsphone systems takes precedence 
over the commission in the establish­ 
ment of rates within the state, and 
yesterday issued a citation to the Pa­ 
cific Telephone and Telegraph com­ 
pany, and its president, Geo. E. Mc­ 
Farland, to appear before the commis­ 
sion in San Francisco next Saturday 
and show cause why the commission 
should not investigate the proposed in- 
crosse in rates. 
An order was issued directing that 
application of the government sched­ 
ule on long distance service be sus­ 
pended pending the hearing. 
The company has disregarded the 
order, for the government schedule ou 
long distance work is in effect in San- 
at Ana today and Manager Morrow has 
received no instructions counterm and­ 
ing those issued prior to yesterday to 
operate under the new schedule. 
Pending the bearing the co m p an y 
was ordered “immediately to desist 
and refrain from charging or collect­ 
ing for long-distance telephone serv­ 
ices, rendered between points in Cali­ 
fornia, toll rates in excess of those 
lawfully in effect and on file with the 
Railroad Commission on J a n u a r y 20, 
1919.” 
The new rates, according to the com­ 
mission. are different from and result, 
in many instances, in higher charges, 
than the rates and regulations hereto­ 
fore filed with the commission. 
’ The Railroad Commission does not 
recoanize these higher rates as lawful 
for long-distance telephone service by 
your company between points within 
the State,’’ the commission points out 
in a communication 
to 
M cFarland. 
“but, on the contrary, regards such 
rates as being unlawful and In viola­ 
tion of the provisions of the Public 
Utilities Act.” 
New Rates. 
The new' long distance rates, as they 
apply to calls from Santa Ana, are as 
follows, five minutes being the basis:

The long distance 5 cent charge be­ 
tween exchanges that are now operat­ 
ing within free toll zones will not go 
into effect until March I 
where the 
m erger of the Home and the Pacific 
becomes complete. 
If the commission is right in its con­ 
tention, and if it ha* granted the com­ 
pany permission to elim inate free toll 
areas in Orange county with standard 
rates as asked for, the charge between 
Santa Ana and Orange and other ex 
changes now operating under free toll 
will be 10 cents instead of the govern­ 
ment rate of 5 cents.

The California State Board of 
Health has a large force of trained 
public health workers who are mak­ 
ing a thorough investigation of the 
influenza epidemic and a prelim­ 
inary report covering 4he control 
of the outbreak in California has 
just been issued. 
In this report 
one of the chief recommendations 
made by the state board is that 
local health- officers should give 
full publicity to the fact that the 
fcurdqn of responsibility in the 
control of influenza rests chiefly 
upon tho individual. 
The 
board 
emphasizes the difficulty encoun­ 
tered in framing intelligent quar­ 
antine measures ss well as diffi­ 
culty in making diagnoses, both of 
which factors make it imperative 
that each citizen should be alive 
to his responsibility in relation to 
his fellow citizens. 
Dr. W. H. Kellogg, secretary of 
the 
board, 
states 
that 
people 
should rem ain at home whenever 
they suffer from a cold, even 
though they have no suspicion 
that they may be suffering from in­ 
fluenza. 
He states further that 
the isolation of cases is undoubt­ 
edly of first importance, and this 
m easure too is largely a m atter of 
education of the individual in or­ 
der that there may be voluntary 
observance of the common sense 
dem ands of the situation. 
In regard to the mask, there has 
been considerable m isunderstand­ 
ing of the attitude of tho- State 
Board of Health. Apparently, the 
board advocates the use of masks 
upon individuals, hut not upon 
groups of individuals. 
The rea­ 
son for this apparent discrepancy 
lies iii the fact that the Investi­ 
gations 
made 
by 
the 
board’s 
trained w orkers 
show 
that the 
compulsory use of the mash upon 
the general public has no effect 
w hatever in the control of the 
outbreak in 
any 
of 
the cities 
where 
this 
measure 
has 
been 
adopted. Although there apparent­ 
ly is no available scientific proof 
as yet to the effect that even a 
properly made mask will protect 
one against infection, still, from 
its 
theoretical 
possibilities 
the 
mask is recommended for use by 
individualsNvho are able to take 
advantage of the necessity for the 
strict application of the mask and 
the desire to protect them selves 


under conditions 
of 
known 
ex­ 
posure. 
One of the most im portant m eas­ 
ures 
advocated 
by 
the 
State 
Board of H ealth is the provision 
of medical and nursing facilities 
and 
various 
sociological 
activi­ 
ties connected with the m anage­ 
ment of community m easures dur­ 
ing the epidemic of influenza as 
having a bearing, not so much up­ 
on the extension of the discs se, as 
upon the total death rate, the 
comfort of the victims and th e 
subsequent influence upon related 
health m atters, such as the preva­ 
lence of tuberculosis. It is of the 
utmost im portance that communi­ 
ties so organize them selves that 
adequate hospital care can be pro­ 
vided for cases of influenza and 
complicating 
pneumonia. 
Con­ 
structing, or otherwise obtaining, 
hospitals for these cases is made 
im perative by the necessity for 
conserving the supply of doctors 
and nurses, and these patients can 
be more efficiently and more eco­ 
nomically oared for 
in 
groups 
than when scattered 
throughout 
the community. Another reason 
for the construction of such hos­ 
pitals lies in the dem onstrated 
fact that the influenza-pneumonia 
eases have a much lower m ortal­ 
ity rate when cared for in out-of- 
door tem porary shacks than in 
heated and less-ventilated perm a­ 
nent 
structures. 
Realizing 
this 
need for tem porary structures. Hie 
California State Board of H ealth 
early in the epidemic sent blue 
prints of plans for the col struc- 
tion of such tem porary hospitals 
to health officers and to municipal 
authorities throughout the state. 
These plans were prepared by the 
State D epartm ent of Engineering 
in accordance 
with 
suggestions 
made by 
the 
State 
Board 
of 
Health. 
Providing for the wants 
of the large num ber of victims in 
their own homes who are not sub­ 
jects for hospital care, because not 
suffering from 
pneumonia, 
bul 
who. nevertheless, must 
depend 
upon their neighbors for the ordi­ 
nary w ants of life, is one of the 
problems requiring attention 
of 
tile local authorities. 
Organiza­ 
tion 
of 
the available resources 
should be accomplished early ami 
arrangem ents made for the sys­ 
tem atic card indexing of patients 
to avoid duplication in the assign­ 
ment of home visitors, doctors and 
nurses.

(Written for t£e United Press.) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Bolshevism’s 
spread westward through Europe has 
suffered a severe check by the over­ 
whelming victory of the moderates in 
the German elections. 
Russian agitators were allowed to 
conduct their propaganda 
freely in 
Germany and they received sufficient 
assistance from German extremists to 
put their case squarely before .the elec­ 


torate. 
The result cannot be lost on J 
Lenine. 
He failed in his fight to con- j 
duer western Europe. 
The election 
test, although rejected by tbe Bolshe­ 
vik! in Russia itself, must be accepted i 
by them in foreign countries, particu- j 
larly after their forces have been de-1 
cisively beaten in street fighting. 
Henceforth Lenine’s foreign policy 
probably will consist of gradual over­ 
tures to the western democracies for 
the purpose of securing Russia’s read­ 
mission into the society of nations. 
The world's assembled statesmen at 
Paris have an exceptional opportunity 
therefore to negotiate with the Rub 
sian Bolshevik! concerning the terms 
for recognition. 
The most important of these terms 
is the reestablishment of Russia’s in­ 
ternational credit. 
Russia cannot set­ 
tle down for progressive development 


until she is able to secure funds for 
industrial and agricultural expansion. 
The only way the funds can be ob­ 
tained is by borrowing abroad. No­ 
body, however, will lend Russia any 
more money unless the repudiation of 
past debts is rescinded.

villages 
and 
orchards 
of 
France, chickens to (he farmyards and 
food to the hungry, they gain a deeper 
appreciation of what those allies have 
suffered and what they have achieved. 
There is warmer friendship and a 
more sympathetic understanding in 
every heart for these homely gifts. 


PRIVACY IN THE HOSPI­ 
TAL WARD 


A new hospital recently completed 
in an eastern city has of course all the 
modem improvements which could be 
expected, and has in addition an un­ 
expected but most desirable one as 
well. 
There are the usual private 
rooms where any one can be comfort­ 
able, but it is in the wards that the 
great improvement has been made. 
The patient who cannot afford a 
private room is not called upon to bear 
his physical misery in the horrible 
publicity of a ward bed, with perhaps 
a flimsy screen to separate him from 
the dying neighbor on his right and 
the delirious one on his left. 
The 
problem has been solved by the con­ 
struction of many small cubicle en­ 
closures, each in fact a tiny room 
which, if lacking space, at least affords 
the privacy which the sick person cov­ 
ets. 
It is a suggestion worthy of imita­ 
tion w herever hospitals are built. One 
of the reasons more people do not take 
advantage of hospital care is that 
everyone dreads the prying eyes of the 
unknown people, and shrinks troni the 
multiplicity of suffering which is the 
inevitable state in the average hospital 
ward. 
Nothing will do more to popu­ 
larize the hospital idea with the poor 
than some such provisions for their 
privacy and comfort. 


THE FIFTH WORLD POWER 


Th® establishment of a Big Five in­ 
stead of a Big Four at the peace con­ 
ference. with Japan as the fifth mem­ 
ber of th© major league, is somewhat 
unexpected. 
It had been generally assumed that 
Britain, France, America 
and Italy 
would decide the main problems of the 
conference according to their own 
ideas, with Japan entitled to full con­ 
sideration but not to an equal voice. 
The four powers evidently intended 
such a policy. 
Possibly .Japan object­ 
ed and demanded equal recognition. 
Possibly the four allies voluntarily 
changed their minds. 
At any rate, 
Japan is to have five members in the 
conference, the same as the others, 
and is thus formally admitted as one 
of the five great powers whose will is 
to determine the future fate of the 
world. 
It goes without saying that there is 
probably good reason for this move. 
It will hardly be argued even by Japan 
herself that she has earned the distinc­ 
tion by playing a part in the war equal 
to that of Britain, America, France or 
Italy. 
But there are other important 
considerations. 
Doubtless it is Japan's potentiality 
rather than her performance that is 
considered. 
i£ h e has a unique and 
powerful place in the Orient. 
Togeth­ 
er with Great Britain, she is in posi­ 
tion to determine the future of the 
great Asiatic continent, with its teem­ 
ing millions. 
Thus for what she is 
capable of doing for the furtherance of 
civilization and the establishment of 
world peace, Japan is welcomed into 
full fellowship of the Big Brothers of

About two years ago the Tri-Coun­ 
ties Reforestation Committee went on 
record as favoring the plan of the mu­ 
tual water companies furnishing sur­ 
plus water to non-stockholders during 
the war, under an act of the legislature 
which undertook to protect such com­ 
panies from the liability of becoming! 
common carriers in so doing. 
At the I 
recent meeting of said committee the! 
question of continuing that practice I 
after the war was referred to the leg-! 
isiative committee to make careful in-1 
vestigation and report findings by mail 
to the members of the general commit­ 
tee for their approval before asking 
the legislature to pass the enabling 
act. 
I opposed the action of the commit­ 
tee in the first instance, and I am still 
opposed to the practice for the follow­ 
ing reasons: 
In my opinion the legis­ 
lature has no power to make a law 
whereby one set of water users can 
vote away the rights of another set of 
water users; neither can the legisla­ 
ture guarantee immunity to water 
companies from the consequences of 
their own acts in doing the very thing 
that makes any company a common 
carrier. 
In other words, such legisla­ 
tion is unconstitutional. 
Then, if the 
water companies furnish water to non- 


riparian lands, no m atter what the pre- J 
text, they would be voluntarily allow-J 
lag such l 
a 
to acquire prescriptive’ 
rights in the stream, after spending, 
thousands o* dollars in litigation to 
bar them out. 
And finally, the Or-1 
ange county water companies have no , 
surplus gravity water in the irrigating ! 
season; they have pieced out their 
supply for several years by pumping. 
Hence all the water, furnished by the ! 
companies higher up, to lands which 
have no rights in the stream, is taken 
out of the Orange county companies’ 
portion, which would come down to' 
them if let alone. 
In short, it would { 
really he the upper companies selling > 
the water of the lo w e r companies to 
rank outsiders under the mistaken no- j 
tion that they were patriotically in-; 
creasing the nation’s food supply by 
so doing. 
In view of ;the foregoing facts and 
opinions, it behooves the members of 
the Tri-Counties Committee from Or- 1 
ange county, and the citizens of this 
county generally, to set their faces as 
a flint against the surrender of any 
portion of their water supply, and not 
permit their wgtnr rights to become 
jeopardized by specious pleas of corn- 
serving surplus water 
by spreading 
the limited supply over more territory.

New Methods Advocated By 
Fruit Experts of the 
University 


Larger, Stronger Trees Ready 
to Bear a Year 
Earlier 


BY W. L. SW EET 
Do you want to grow 
large, 
fine, 
healthy, profitable trees in the shortest 
tim e? Do you want to get fruit a t least 
a year earlier? 
These results may be accomplished 
by planting in 
good 
soil, 
irrigating 
properly, protecting from sunburn and 
borers and by pruning in the following 
way: 
Pruning at Planting 
The following statem ents apply to 
the apple, apricot, peach, pear, plum 
and prune. 
Mhny tim es trees are purchased from 
the nursery that are well branched. If 
so choose three branches spaced from 
four to six inches apart, cut them back 
leaving from IO to 15 inches of growth 
and cut off all others. 
The lowest 
branch should sta rt at about eight or 
12 inches from the ground. Time will 
be gained by taking advantage of good 
branches well spaced. 
In most cases one-year-old trees are 
straight single stem s or do not have 
branches where they are wanted. In that 
case cut off the branches and cut the 
tree back to 18 to 24 inches. From this 
single stem several branches may start 
early in the spring. 
First Summer Pruning 
Not all of the branches that grow’ will 
be needed for the fram ework of the 
tree. 
The first and most 
im portant 
point to rem em ber in training the 
young tree is to choose three good 
framework branches spaced from four 
to six inches apart. All other branches 
should be cut back leaving only two 
or three inches of growth. 
These 
stubs with their leaves are left m ere­ 
ly to shade the trunk of the tree and 
to avoid sunburning. 
This pruning 
should be done early in the sum m er 
not later ordinarily than May 20th. 
First W inter Pruning 
The first w inters* pruning will con­ 
sist of cutting off close to the trunk 
all of the branches which w ere head­ 
ed and left for shade at the first sum­ 
mer pruning. 
The three mdln fram e­ 
work branches should be headed light­ 
ly leaving from 15 to 24 inches of 
growth. It has been the common prac­ 
tice to head back the branches severe­ 
ly removing from one-half to two- 
thirds of the growth the first and 
sometimes the second winter. 
This 
method is decidedly wrong. 
If the 
framework branches are headed back 
too closely there is not enough room 
for the proper development of the sec­ 
ondary fram ework branches. 
In ad­ 
dition to this th e more a tree is bead­ 
ed back the more its growth is retard­ 
ed. 
Second Summer Pruning 
During the second sum m er of the 
trees’ growth, some tim e 
in 
May, 
pruning should be done 
Due to the 
light heading back of the three fram e­ 
work branches the first w inter gener­ 
ally from two to four branches each 
will grow from each one of th e fram e­ 
work 
branches. 
These 
secondary 
branches in May should be thinned 
out to two from each prim ary branch 
and they should be pinched back leav- 
id s from 18 to 30 inches of growth. 
In order to avoid v-shaped crotches, 
head one branch heavier than 
the 
other, making it subordinate to the 
other. 
From each one of these sU 
secondary branches pinched back in 
May we may expect to get two or more 
branches. No more heading back will 
be necessary to get form or branches 
in the tree. 
It has all of the scaffold 
branches that a m ature tree will ever 
need. 
If this system of pruning is followed, 
a tyro-year-old .tree will be as far 
along in size and form as m ost three 
and four-year-old trees pruned accord­ 
ing to the old method of heavy cutting 
back. 
Furtherm ore, trees started in 
this way will be ready to bear fruit a 
year or two earlier than those cut 
back severely. 
Trees pruned according to th e m eth­ 
ods outlined above will be stronger, 
sounder and more able to bold up 
heavy loads of fruijf than those pruned 
Recording to old methods. At no tim e 
Will it be necessary to rem ove large 
branches as is now the case in many 
m ature trees. 
All cuts are m ade a t 
the right tim e when the branches are 
small, consequently they heal immedi­ 
ately, leaving no weak places. Pruning 
is done the first two sum m ers so th at 
unnecessary growth is removed early 
and all of the energies of the tree are 
directed into perm anent b ran c h er It 
is 
specially

tageous to sum m er prune the cherry 
and the Pond plum for these fruits 
are not inclined to produce laterals 
from the m ain branches and if sum­ 
mer pruning is not done, a great deal 
of wood m ust be wasted or long bare 
branches result.

In the properly pruned trees little 
more as a general rule will be needed 
than an annual thinning out of some 
of the sm aller branches or cutting 
back to good laterals. 
Of course all

branches should be removed. 
In ord­ 
e r to stim ulate new wood growth or 
rejuvenate (rider trees especially the 
peach and less so the apricot and 
some other fruits a heavy heading 
back in occasional years may be nec­ 
essary. 
Apple. 
Ordinarily all the pruning apple trees 
need is thinning out where the branch­ 
es are too thick, 
lf the trees are get­ 
ting too high cutting back to lower lat­ 
erals rath e r than heading back to 
blind stubs should be the rule. 
Care m ust be exercised not to break 
off fruit spurs on the main limbs in the 
interior of the tree for it is hard if not 
impossible to replace fruit spurs on 
the old wood. 
If the lower branches are bare of 
fruiting wood and any w ater sprouts 
are present 
they should 
be headed 
back and left. 
In tim e they will 
throw out fruit spurs. 
Apricot 
The common practice in California 
has been to head back m ature apricot 
trees each year. 
Trees thinned out 
only have yielded five tim es as much 
fruit a t the University Farm as those 
heavily headed back and those lightly 
headed back bore from two to three 
tim es as m uch as those heavily head­ 
ed. 
The best way to prune apricot 
trees ie to thin out sufficiently to al­ 
low light to reach the interior and low­ 
er branches of the trees and if any 
heading back is done it should be to 
lateral branches.

The best continuous system of prun­ 
ing for m ature peach trees is not yet 
known. 
The peach bears its fruit on 
one year did wood so it is absolutely 
necessary th at the tree make sufficient 
wood grow th each year to bear the 
next year’s fruit crop.

As a rule peach trees are headed 
back heavily each year and each year 
a vigorous new growth is forced o u t 
More new growth comes than is need­ 
ed, causing a thick blanket of brush in 
the top of th e tree which often shades 
and kills much of the fruiting wood in 
the interior of the tree.

ing is necessary every w inter to thin 
out thia heavy growth. 
There is no 
doubt but th a t the present practice of 
heading back peach trees heavily each 
year ii wasteful. 
Too much of the en­ 
ergy of th e tree la spent in producing 
growth th a t is worse than useless. 
More thinning out and heading back 
to good lateral branches should be 
practiced and less heavy heading back. 
It may be th a t a combination of the 
thinning out m ethod and the heading 
back m ethod will work best for peach­ 
er. 
Thin out only for as many years 
as sufficient new wood growth is pro­ 
duced and if th e tim e comes w hen the 
tree shows signs of unthriftiness or 
fails to grow enough new wood head 
back heavily to induce new growth 
and then the thinning out method may 
be again practiced.

Orange County Now Has Five 
Demonstration Farms 
In Operation 


Garden Grove Farm Center had a 
very well attended meeting this week. 
Prof. E. J. Hauser, poultry expert of 
the College of Agriculture, presented 
the subject 
of "Chilling the Poultry 
Flock for Increased r.gg Production.” 
By use of charts and pictures 
Prof. 
H auser was able to show the prin­ 
ciples by which th e poultrymen can 
successfully pick out the slacker hen 
from a commercial flock. 
A practical 
system of selecting by color of the 
legs, head, beak, and vent was describ­ 
ed. In view of the high prices of feed 
it is necessary to cut out all boarders 
and slackers. 
D raughty houses should1 be avoided 
also, to prevent colds. 
A substantial 
house is as necessary in this county 
as in the colder clim ates. 
Most poul­ 
try men m ake the m istake of provid­ 
ing scanty shelter for their flock and 
wonder why birds don’t do well. 
Plans of a draught proof house may 
be seen at the farm advisor’s office. 
The Farm Advisor has located Ave 
dem onstration poultry farm s in the 
county th at will co-operate with the 
College of A griculture in keeping re­ 
cords of th eir flocks for the year. Un­ 
der the personal supervision of Prof 
H auser those flocks will be culled in 
the spring and fall. At the tim e of 
these dem onstrations, members of the 
farm bureau will be invited to attend 
and learn the principles of culling. 
The following poultry men of the 
county have shown g reat interest in 
scientific poultry keeping and are co­ 
operating w ith the Farm Bureau.

Prof. B. H. Crocheron, State Leader 
of Farm Advisors, Berkeley, address­ 
ed the monthly conference of Direc­ 
tors of the Orange County Farm 
Bureau at the Farm Advisor’s office 
last Friday. He pointed out the neces­ 
sity of the Individual center to pro­ 
pose the plan of program which it de­ 
sires carried out during the year. 
“At the outbreak of the war the fif­ 
teen county farm bureaus then organ­ 
ized in California 
voted to transfer 
their activities from their past regular 
program to one that would be aimed 
prim arily toward the aid of the nation­ 
al defense. Since that tim e twenty 
additional farm 
bureaus 
have been 
formed, making a total 
of 
35, 
all 
of which have put their entire efforts 
toward carrying out the 
requests of 
the Federal Government for food pro­ 
duction along certain 
definite 
lines 
that made for the winning of the war. 
These campaigns have been extremely 
successful so that it has been stated 
that in no state in the Union have the 
farm ers shown more 
willingness 
to 
carry out the desires of the govern­ 
ment then in California. 
With the end of active hostilities, it 
seem s desirable to plan to transfer 
the efforts of the farm bureaus from 
a program based upon the desires of 
the Federal Government to the pre­ 
war conditions wherein 
the county 
farm bureau program was based upon 
the desires of the people in the local­ 
ities in which the work was conducted. 
In order to make this change effective, 
it may be done in some organized way 
which will bring clearly to the minds 
of the people the new objective of the 
farm bureaus which are to make for 
individual and community betterm ent 
along the lines in which the people 
are interested. 
By so doing it is be­ 
lieved that the farm bureaus will be­ 
come more effective and that thereby 
a greater benefit will 
result to the 
community, the county and the State. 
It has always been recognized that 
the county farm bureau is an organiza­ 
tion independent of 
the 
Federal or 
State Governments and of their county 
farm advisor. 
It has also 
been rev- 
cognized that the county farm advisor, 
a 9 an agent of the Federal and State 
institutions of agriculture is neces­ 
sarily distinct from the farm bureau 
and it therefore may occur from time 
to tim e that projects are undertaken 
by tho farm advisor or by the farm 
bureau in which the other does not 
participate. 
It is expected, however, 
that in practice the great m ajority of 
projects undertaken will be those in 
which both the farm bureau and the 
farm advisor will co-operate. 
The ef­ 
fort of this project will be to initiate 
a distinctly county farm bureau pro­ 
gram of work both in centers and in 
the county which shall be based upon 
the desires of the people themselves 
as distinct from that of the agricultur­ 
al institutions of the State and Na­ 
tion.”

A Y. M. C. A. testam ent dropped on 
the battlefield by her son, has just 
been received by Mrs. Edna Dicklow, 
of the Florence Apartments. 
It was 
forwarded by Private Geo. Evans of 
Bennett, Utah, and had it not been 
that Mrs. Dicklow had received let­ 
ters from her son before 
the 
mail 
brought the 
testament, 
she 
would 
have come to the conclusion that her 
son had been killed on the battlefield. 
He is ^Corporal Roy Dicklow, 
who 
ed w 
served with a signal corps in France. 
He was with Co. A, 315 Field Signal 
Corps. 
“if found by any person after some­ 
thing has happened that I will have 
no more use for it, send it to the ad­ 
dress below,” wrote Bicklow in the 
back of the testament, giving the ad­ 
dress of his mother here. 
Evans found the 
book, 
but 
was 
wounded the day following and could 
not write and forward it 
until 
he 
reached New York. 
He sent it from 
there on Jan. 6. v 
“I found this testam ent out in No 
Man’s Land while I was going over 
the top,” writes Evans. “I don’t know 
whether the owner was killed or not. 
I found the testam ent one day and I 
was shot through the right arm the 
next day, so I was not able to write 
until now. 
I trust you will excuse 
me for not sending (t before. 
“lf there is anything else you want 
to know, you can address me at Ben­ 
nett, Utah.” 
That Corporal Dicklow was think­ 
ing of home and mother is evidenced 
by the note he wrote in the 
testa­ 
ment: “Tell the people in the address 
in this book that I tried to do my bit 
and thought of them all the time.” 
Lock low has seen service in 
the 
Philippines and in Mexico, 
but 
ha 
never had the experience he has had 
overseas. 
He was at St. Mihiel and 
in the Argonne woods. 
Writing from 
base hospital 26 at Allerey, France, 
he says: 
“I came to the hospital about Oct. 
20 from the Argonne woods. We had 
just been up there one day. 
It sure 
was a hot place for us—nothing but 
big shells, and lots of them. We had 
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went 
out to repair some lines, tile Beebee 
were shelling pretty heavily and the 
■hells were falling pretty close—that 
1b all I remember until I 
came 
to 
about twenty-five feet from where I 
was repairing the line. 
A big shell 
bad b u n t close to me and blown me 
there. 
I hobbled to the station and 
took off one of my shoes. Both sides 
of my ankle were black and blue. 
I 
don’t know what caused it to be that 
way, for the skin was not broken ndr 
any of the bones in the foot. 
I was 
classed today and put in B2, which 
means two months lightMuty or may­ 
be the States—don’t know which. Of 
course, I hope for the latter. 
“The only thing I hate is niy divi­ 
sion had the honor to be one of the 
divisions to go to Germany. I wish I 
' could have gone. 
The boys deserved 
it, for they are a fighting bunch.” 
On Father’s Day, he wrote as fol­ 
lows: 
“Since coming here I have been all 
over France.

We staved there about two months. 
From there we went to the Argonne 
i Woods and stayed up there until the

“You have read all about the fight,

! what I have gone through, but would 
not go through another for a million 
dollars. 
Of course, that is if the U.

“I was quite lucky in being able to 
capture two Huns on our first drive. 
A signal corps man don’t have much 
of a show to do anything like that.
